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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to applicant amendment filed 8/29/03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-3, 13, 16, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rooklyn, U.S. Patent 3,737,087, as set forth in paragraph 3 of paper 
number 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4-12, 14-15, 17-19, and 21-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 8/29/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant contends that Rooklyn lacks the second electrical operational state that 
is not triggered until after the user has severed the sheet and thereafter automatically 
dispenses an additional amount of the material to define the tail for the next subsequent 
user. However, it should be noted that claims 1 and 20 lack any specific limitation. 
They merely state that there are two operational states one for allowing manually 
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feeding of the web and a second for automatic feeding of the web. Rooklyn discloses 
two operational states that include one for manually dispensing and one for automatic 
dispensing. 

It should further be noted that the phrases "wherein a sheet of towel material is 
dispensed by a user grasping and pulling on a tail of the towel sheet extending from 
said dispensing slot" and "wherein a measured length of the towel material is electrically 
and automatically fed out of said dispensing slot to define a tail of the next sheet of 
towel material" are merely functional/intended use statements not defining any specific 
structure and only require the prior art devices to be capable of dispensing the web 
material manual as well as allowing a predetermined amount to be automatically fed 
out. Clearly, Rooklyn is capable of manual dispensing as well as automatically 
dispensing a predetermined amount merely by the user pulling on the web in one 
operational state and in the other state the user merely activates the automatic switch 
until the desired amount is pay out. 

6. For the reasons above, the grounds of rejection are deemed proper.
